“ Tile ignorance of non Indian people 
as to what Indian people are all about I 
think is a shame.” he said, adding later 
that ti was also crippling to Indians’ 
spirit 
Referring to a high rate of suicide 
among Indians, Means said despair 
lx*gins in school “ when you begin to 
realize your way of life is completely 
wrong” and that 
“ you should stop 
Ix'ing a pagan and a primitive and 
Ix'come a civilized white person.” 
Means said the federal government 
"has two choices” at Wounded Knee. 
Father “ they live up to their own laws, 
or two...they massacre us,” In* said. 
He said the Indians want “ our own 
soverignty as separate nations,” a 
soverignty which he said “has been de­ 
fined by the Supreme Court of the 
United Stales.’’ 
“ lf we lose 
at 
Wounded 
Knee, 
everybody loses,” he said. “ If you do 
not take a very close hxtk at what is 
happening at Wounded Knee, then you 
don’t know what your country is all 
about and you don't deserve it.”

Iowa State:

One objective will be to find 
whether insects or some other agent 
transmit the virus.

“What kind of world do you want 
your children or your grandchildren to 
live in?” he asks. “ Don’t think you can 
shut out for all time the 73 per cent of 
the world’s people living below or close 
to the subsistence line. Tire Americans’ 
6 per cent of the w orld’s insulation 
must not think that they can go on 
using anywhere from 35 to 50 per cent 
of the world’s resources. Think of the 
kind of world your grandchildren will 
live in, inundated by a tidal wave of 
poverty driven to despair and open 
hostility.” 
Since 
D ecem ber, 
1971, 
when 
Bangladesh, which had been Fast 
Pakistan, became independent AID 
has furnished $367 million. This has 
come in cash, food under PL 480, 
medical supplies, coastal vessels to 
restart trade along the coast and ad­ 
vances to United 
N ations relief 
agencies. I/ians have com e from the 
World Bank and its adjunct, the In­ 
ternational Development Agency. 


IN VIKW of the need it is the 
proverbial drop in the bucket—and 
particularly in light of the population 


increase estimated, which is a guess 
since statistics are dubious, at three 
pc*r cent a year That, incidentally, is 
another out for the skeptics—why try 
to bail out a leaking ship when water 
runs in faster than it can be put out? As 
the Bangladesh report says, the mud 
huts have no light and so when the sun 
goes down they have nothing to do but 
procreate. 
H annah cites five sub-S aharan 
countries nearly 
as 
badly 
off 
as 
Bangladesh. They are Mali, Upper 
Volta, Mauritania, Chad and Niger. 
The encroachment of the desert casts a 
dark pall over the future, with survival 
in doubt. AID is promoting an ex­ 
perimental program in growing crops 
in desert sand. And a trickle of PL 480 
surplus food is going to these marginal 
nations and to five others in Africa 
where existence is also threatened. 
To make any headway against this 
tidal wave of poverty would require 
strong dramatic leadership from the 
White House and Congress, a recasting 
of priorities, a public willingness to 
sacrifice. Ail this is nonexistent. 
So let’s go out and have a big steak 
for 
dinner. 
After 
all, 
that 
great 
sacrifice of m eatless week is over, isn’t 
it?

One item of news emerging from 
tin* trial, however, has shocked us 
back into the era of the mid-1960s. 
'Iiiis is Ellsberg*8 testimony that 
only after visiting Vietnam did he 
turn from “haw k” to “dove." 
The interesting thing about this is 
that it emphasizes Ellsberg’s own 
participating in formulating war 
policy. It becomes clear, from his 
testim ony and from his book, 
“ Papers on the W ar,” that Ellsberg 
so recently of New Left fame - was 
in fact intimately involved in the 
early planning of the war. 
Not only did he defend American 
policy in early teach-ins on the war, 
lint he also was involved in planning 
some of the clandestine raids - now 
known as the “34-A operations” - on 
North 
Vietnam. 
Close observers 
have asserted that it was only after 
such raids on the North Vietnamese 


i i i 1904 that Hanoi dared to attack 
American ships patrolling offshore 
One consequence of this was the 
notorious Tonkin Gulf incident. 
How quickly events move and

Along 
with 
President Johnson, Robert S. Mc­ 
N am ara and Dean Rusk, we must 
place Daniel Ellsberg as one who 
had a hand in developing and ad­ 
vocating the course of action which 
later proved so disastrous His later 
efforts to alert the public at some 
danger to his own reputation and 
security are commendable. They do 
not

importance. 
This is that had Ellsberg and others 
of like mind not fostered some of the 
mistakes and deceptions he now 
condemns, release of the Pentagon 
Papers might not have been deemed 
necessary.

NEW YORK (AP) — If you hear 
“The Lone Ranger’’ on radio these 
days, don’t be alarmed. Ifs still 1973. 
What is happening is an aural time 
warp caused by Charles Michelson, a 
New York broadcasting veteran who 
for eight years has been promoting a 
gradual mini-boom in radio nostalgia. 
He owns the rights to rebroadcast a 
dozen half-hour radio series that were 
the real biggies of the 1940s, series like 
“The Green Hornet,” “The Shadow,” 
“ G angbusters” 
and 
‘‘Sherlock 
Holmes.” 
He began leasing them to Stations in 
1965 and says the shows now can be 
heard on more than 400 stations in 
major, medium and minor markets 
across the U.S. 
Michelson got in the broadcasting 
business in 1938 as a distributor of the 
shows that now are his golden oldies. 
His market went flat in the 1950s with 
the arrival of television. 
He went into television as a buyer of 
U.S. program s for overseas TV 
stations. But he kept the 16-inch shellac 
records on which the words and deeds 
of Lamont Cranston, Kato and others 
were preserved. 
“We decided around Christmastime 
in 1964 to throw out these old records,” 
said Michelson, 63. “ But just before we 
did it, I got a little sentimental — it 
must have been the holiday season 
and I said, ‘let’s set* if maybe we can do 
something with them’.” 
Whereupon he wrote to friends he’d 
known for years at 25 key radio stations 
in the U.S. He proposed a revival of ra­ 
dio's golden days. Twelve said they 
were interested and he was in business. 
But first there was a period of

Nixon to sign 


aid to elderly

Con­ 
gressional sponsors say they’ve been 
assured President Nixon will sign a 
newly approved package of programs 
to aid the elderly. 
The scaled-down program was ap­ 
proved by the House and Senate in 
quick succession Wednesday. It was a 
new version of one Nixon vetoed last 
year. 
The vetoed bill authorized $2 billion 
for three years. The new version 
authorizes $543.6 million over three 
years. The House vote was 348 to 0. The 
Senate acted by voice vote. 
The new version retains most of the 
programs in the earlier bill—including 
health, recreation and nutrition but 
removes the dollar amounts for fun­ 
ding most of them, leaving it up to the 
annual appropriation process to fix the 
amounts.

The Bob 
Connors used to own a twm-engine. 30- 
foot boat, buy new cars every other 
year, and dine out on steak three times 
a week. 
Now, the boat has been sold, they’re 
still driving their 1907 station wagon 
with 112,(Kto miles, and a $0 barbercue 
dinner once a month is a special treat 
Connor, 36, a furniture salesm an, 
father of five children with four teen­ 
agers living at home, had been living 
the good life and his only thought was 
that it would get better But then he lost 
his job and the subsequent 30 per cent 
drop in family income disrupted his 
dream s. Adding to the problem w ere 
the rising costs in living and the ex­ 
pensive tastes acquired over the years. 
The Connors are facing their first 
real financial bind 
“ I’m desperately concerned,” said 
Connor, a balding m an of medium 
build. "T he only thing that keeps m e 
going is that I still have a few years 
ahead of m e and m aybe things will pick 
up for us ag a in .” 
He used to earn about $19,000 as an 
assistant m anager at a large furniture 
store in Houston. His wife, Dolores,

secretarial and accounting work. 
T h e ir fo u r-b e d ro o m S p a n ish s ty le 
house on the outskirtsof Houston is still 
decorated with touches of their m ore

plants. 
“ We [>aid cash for everything and 
there w a sn ’t anything I couldn’t Inly if I 
wanted it,” said Dee, a lively, petite 
blonde. D aughters N ancy, Paula and 
Theresa took modeling lessons, J a y 
and Butch w ere active in the town

program s.

C hristm as. The Conn (TS had all they 
wanted and about two y e a rs ago Dee 
quit her job so she could In* hom e for 
the children. 
Then, last year. Bob left his job for a 
combination of personal reasons and 
pressures on his firm due to increased 
competition. 
He took another sales 
position paying about $13,000. 
F verythm g seem ed to fall ap a rt at 
the sam e time. 
T here w ere three operations in the 
fam ily and $5,000 rn m edical bills and 
no insurance to cover them . P ay m en ts 
on the boat, the furniture, the freezer 
started to pile up F w d prices, taxes, 
insurance rates all went up a s well. 
Now, 
th e C o n n o rs a r e 
se v e ra l 
thousand dollars in debt. 
In an effort to get clear, Bob sold the 
Ixia! “ T hat w as so d epressing,” said 
Bob grim acing “ I really felt I d had 
my d a y ." 
The Connors next sold their mutual 
funds and withdrew all their savings. 
They applied for two loads, an d con­ 
sidered selling the house lo move into 
an ap a rtm e n t. Dee went back to work 
part tim e as free lance secretary and 
real e state sales person. 
The penny-pinching and scraping to 
get by began. 
Dee supported this m onth's meat 
boycott, but then tin* Connors had not 
been eating m uch beef the last few 
months. The huge freezer they still owe 
money for is em pty. Dee used to buy 
tenderloins tor the family for $19. She 
can't afford to spend that much now, 
and besides that sa m e cut of beef has 
gone up to $13. Their grocery lull is 
about $50a week. which is about what it 
was two y ears ago, says Dee, but then 
there w ere steaks iii the shopping bags 
as well. 
Fam ily m eals consist 
of

chicken, chili, lasagna and spaghetti 
Bob has gone from 135 to 170 pounds in 
tin* last y ear “ It s probably because I 
quit smoking, but it su re must have 
som ething lo do with all that starchy 
Stuff we have to eat, too.” 
The Connors talk wistfully about “ the 
goixl old d a y s ” when 
things were 
“ flush. ” 
“ We Look a fantast ic vacation once to

everything and had $1,300 in tra v ele r’s 
checks, Now, we c a n ’t even al ford to go 
to Corpus C hristi,’’ says Dee. 
They still have A m erican e x p re ss 
and C arte Blanche ch arg e cards but 
keep them only for future days. T here 
are no new clothes or .spending money 
for the children, and gone are the days 
when they could give l l year old Butch 
a custom m ade surfboard. 
“ I consider buying a m agazine a 
form of e n te rta in m e n t,” says Dee, who 
picks up her monthly Cosmopolitan at 
the stands and has kept up her sub 
script ions to H eader's Digest, National 
Geographic, Bon Appetit and Vintage, 
a gourmet wine m agazine to satisfy her 
epicurean tastes. Dis* is fascinated by 
French wines, knows tile best year for 
NuitsSt (ieurges, but the only bottle on 
the kitchen shelves now is Italian Swiss 
('ninny for cooking 
Dee, a sm art dresser, is partial to 
nam e designers for herself and her 
daughters, one of whom m ad e the l>est 
dressed list at school She was used to 
^lending several thousand on clothes 
but today she can't lem cm lier when 
she last bought a dress. 


Both Dee and Bob have to drive m ore 
than a half hour to work Keeping up 
tin* station wagon and the 1970 Pontiac 
is an $0(1 month expense they have to 
cope with. But they have started to use 
the self service gas stations. A gallon of 
gas is IO cents cheap er there 


Some pleasures are h a rd to give up, 
no m a tter what the cost. “ We bought a 
dog the children all loved only to dis 
cover it w as allergic to fleas,” said 
Dee. “ Well, you don’t just get rid of the 
dog. So we have to spend about $30 for 
cortisone shots twice a y e a r.”

Aronson says he is negotiating with 
two Michigan firm s to produce IOO of 
his X 144 Klee!n e a r s a month starting 
in Septem ber The inventor claim s he 
already has I,OOO orders, including 
some from the Avis car rental concern. 
“ Avis is going to tx* renting m y c a rs 
in Chicago and Milwaukee as soon as 
they’re re a d y ,” he said. 
Elect h e a r c a rrie s a $3,950 price tag 
and will com bine the body of an 
A m erican Motors subcom pact G rem lin 
with Aronson’s patented lead cobalt 
l i t t e r y power source. 
Aronson says the car can be operated 
from b atteries charged by ordinary 
household electric current for only one 
cent a m ile. He says this com pares to 
about three cents a mile for gas- 
burning cars. 
T he E l e c t r i c a r h as no e x h a u s t 
emissions. Aronson says it cru ises at 65 
miles p e r h o o p a n d m n ru n o n t o IOO 


miles on an overnight charg e of house­ 
hold current costing about 40 cents. 
“ We feel every family should have 
two c a rs 
a gas car for long trips and 
an electric car for town shopping,” he 
said. “ Since we don’t have that m any

Q. — I bought a cabinet second-hand 
and 
ittemptcxl to take off the old 
varnish finish, 
since 
I 
wanted to 
refinish it. I put on a good quality 
varnish remover and. after it softened 
the finish, scraped and scraped. 
A lot of old varnish cam e off, but 
there's still plenty of it on. I can't even 
see any of the bare wood. It seems to 
me there must have been half a dozen 
coats of varnish there originally and 
apparently I got off only one or two of 
them. 
Id like to know whether repeating 
the whole operation will help any or 
would I be wasting my time and 
money? 
A. 
Yes, repeat the entire process. 
But this time don’t do any scraping 
until you have determined that all or 
most of the varnish xviii come off. First, 
after applying the varnish remover 
generously, wait at least 30 minutes 
before you touch it. 
Then scrape a hit in just one area of 
the wood. If you sec* that all of the 
varnish is not going to yield to your 
efforts, apply another coat of the 
remover right on top of the first one. 
Wait an o th er 30 m inutes, 
then 
scrape* The chances are most or all of 
the old finish will disappear. 
But if it doesn’t, you’ll just have to 
repeat the project a third time. If you 
get off most of the varnish, you may 
find that the rest of it will give way with 
a vigorous sanding, using a paper with 
a heavy grit. 


Q. 
I have to attach some 2 by is to 
a concrete wall. Can I use concrete 
nails and is there any special way of 
hammering them so they won’t bend? 
A. 
Concrete nails can he used on 
most concrete walls They are driven 
into the 2 by 4s and then into the wall. 
You won’t be able to tell their 
ef­ 
fectiveness by testing them by driving 
a couple into the wall without the wood, 
because they will bend quickly. 
But the fact that most of a nail is in 
the wood before it hits the concrete 
usually will prevent it from bending. 
.Sometimes, however, you will strike a 
spot or even an entire wall which will 
resist all your efforts. 
You can rent a tool for driving 
concrete nails or attach the studs with 
a special adhesive.

Any home handyman knows that no 
m atter how many power tools he has in 
his workshop, there are certain basic 
hand tools which must always be kept 
on hand. 
One of these is the hacksaw, used 
principally for cutting metal. Although 
in many cases it may not be used more 
than four or five times a year, it is well 
worth its m oderate cost when those 
occasions arise. 
Adeptness in using the ordinary 
crosscut saw for wood is no guarantee 
of 
equal 
skill 
in 
manipulating 
a 
hacksaw. For one thing, the hacksaw is 
held and used horizontally, whereas a 
crosscut saw is pushed and pulled at a 
decided angle. Also, a crosscut saw 
may be used on a piece of wood held in 
place with one hand and a knee, while a 
hacksaw should be used only on a piece 
of metal clamped in a vise or otherwise 
solidly secured. 


HACKSAW BLADES are placed into 
metal frames, preferably adjustable to 
take blades of different sizes. The 
blades are rated by their pitch, a 
technical word that refers to the 
number of teeth per inch. 
A blade with a pitch of 18 has 18 teeth 
per inch For general use, the pitches 
range from 14 to 32. Those with 14 and 
18 teeth per inch work best on the 
heavier metals, 
those with 
larger 
pitches are recommended for tubing 
and thin metals. 
When a blade is inserted into a 
frame, the teeth should point away 
from the handle. In using, place one 
hand on the handle and one hand at the 
part of the fram e the farthest away 
I rom you. Apply light pressure on the 
forward stroke with light materials, 
heavier pressure on heavy materials. 
Remember that the cutting is done only 
on the forward stroke, so release the 


pressure entirely as you bring back the 
saw. 
Try to get into some kind of rhythm 
so that you take long, even strokes, 
bringing all or most of the blade's teeth 
into contact with the metal. 


A HACKSAW blade sometimes will 
break — and there are at least a dozen 
reasons why it does so. The most 
common is that the tension on the blade 
was too tight to too loose. When you 
place the blade in the frame, tension is 
created by turning a wingnut. 
The nut should be turned clockwise 
until it is fairly tight. Giving it one 
extra turn to make it even tighter may 
create too much tension. And there 
won’t be enough tension if the wingnut 
isn’t reasonably tight. If you begin 
cutting and the blade begins to bend, it 
means there isn’t enough tension.

poor homework

The executive 
job market is booming again, with 
perhaps 5,000 new openings a month in 
the $15,0(H) and up category, hut a lot of 
applicants are writing themselves into 
the discard heap 
These 
otherwise 
accomplished 
executives haven’t mastered the 
simpleart of writing a resume that will 
give the facts clearly and concisely, 
says William Breitmayer, who scans 
thousands each month. 
About 15 per cent of those received by 
Breitmayer, president of Executive 
Register, “ are messy and illegible, are 
shoddy quality machine copies, or 
simply are so poorly written that even 
we can't make head or tail of them.” 
Ifs understandable, says Breit­ 
mayer, whose company computer 
processes the applications for 
its 
corporate clients, that an executive, 
like anyone* else, would find it awkward 
to write about himself, 
“ When a successful person severs 
relations with a company ifs like a 
divorce, even if he initiated th** action. 
He feels on the defensive and he doesn’t 
present his best. He finds it difficult to 
tell a straightforward story.” 
The same curious phenomenon has 
been observed elsewhere, too. When 40 
plus clubs were formed in 11)70 to help 
find jobs for idle executives aged 40 or 
more, it was found that resumes were 
one of the major obstacles. 
It was discovered that men and 
women who were masters in dictating 
business letters to secretaries were 
helpless when it came to writing ob 
jet*tive reports on their own careers, 
especially without a secretary’s aid. 
Since 
Breitm ayer, 
whose 
headquarters are in New Canaan, 
Conn., with offices in New York and 
San Francisco, makes his living by 
supplying computerized data on execu 
lives to his corporate clients, he would 
just as soon not have to toss away 
several hundred resumes each month. 
And so he sets some guidelines: 
The first item should be a brief, 
personal sketch that gives the reader a 
feeling of knowing a little bit about you 
Include date and place of birth, marital 
status, children, address, telephones, 
height, weight, health, foreign lan­ 
guages. 
*- Th** second item should be your 
educational background, with the 
names of each institution attended, 
majors studied, and the date each 
should use no more than one-third of 
the first page. 
first page. 
• Provide specific details on your 
career, starting with your present or 
most recent |xisition and concentrating 
on the most recent IO years. 
last the name of the company, and 
the city and state where employed. 
Describe your responsibilities in each 
job clearly, showing the chain of 
command through which you reports 
as well as functions reported lo you. 
Figures on the size of the company 
and your |>art of it, including salt's, 
numbers of units or people, will help 
give weight to your story, Give the 
specifics, but keep it brief and stick to 
the main jxnnts. 
An employer is interested only in the 
“ what” of your jobs, not in your own 
qualitative judgment of how well you 
(lid them. Try not to force your words. 
Be straightforward, and let the reader 
decide for himself. 
Speak for yourself. Resumes 
produced by resume writing firms fall 
into a set pattern which is recognized 
and downgraded by employers. Since 
you pay their bill, resume writers 
describe 
your 
virtues 
too 
ex­ 
travagantly. 
Reproduce 
your 
resume 
professionally. Don’t try to save money 
by typing your own resume or by using 
carbon copies or cheap machine repro 
duct ions Have it tyjm*c1 professionally 
and reproduced on offset. 
Don’t crowd the [>age but use enough 
white space so t hat it can be read easily 
and quickly. 
Underline titles 
and 
company names. Use short sentences 
and paragraphs.

He said about $5,000 worth of illegal 
phone calls are made each month from 
the Ohio State University campus in 
Columbus and about $25,000 a month 
around the state. 
Persons convicted of using false 


credit card numbers could be jailed for 
up to six months and fined up to $500.

Oberlin's litter battle goes well 


O BERLIN, Ohio IA P) 
This nor­ 
thern Ohio city’s year old fight against 
the litter of nonreturnable drink con­ 
tainers is going welt, reports City Man­ 
ager Thomas Dalton 
Oberlin prohibited the sale or 
possession of non-returnable beer and 
soft drink containers about a year ago. 
Since then the city 
has 
required 
separation of paper from other trash, 
and has encouraged keeping glass and 
metal separate as well. 
“ You obviously see much fewer cans 
strewn about the streets,” said Dalton. 
“ The concensus of downtown mer­ 
chants is that they see less and h*ss of 
the metal and glass, and the trash just 
tends lo tx* paper. 
Dalton said the paper program made 
money, but 
the glass and metal 
program lost money. 
“ Overall,” he said, “ we’re just about 
breaking even.” 
Paper, metal and glass ar** sold for 
recycling. Profit or loss is measured 
against the cost of collecting the trash 
items. 
Ile said “ some can people” con­ 
ducted a study here recently and found 
results in their favor. 
The single store which had a problem 
because of the ordinance now feels 
sales are beck to normal, Dalton said. 
That one, a convenience grocery, sold 
3.2 beer and felt the quantity didn’t 
warrant handling returnable bottles. It 
dropped the beer. 
Bundles of paper are picked up the 
same day as general rubbish, but a 
separate truck is used Then the paper 
is sold. Separation is mandatory, and 
Dalton says about 50 per cent observe 
the ordinance. He also says this is high 
compliance. 
But, tin* glass and metal separation 
is a voluntary matter, and Dalton said 
it is more of a problem for the city as 
well as for its residents. 
They must store tile glass until 
trucks come around twice a month, for 
instance* And being breakable, it is a 
handling problem for the pickup 
crew, he said.

A llergies from Fibre G la ss 


While sewing some curtains made 
(Hit of fibre glass I developed a terrible 
itch and irritating redness of the hands 
Is it possible for someone to be 
allergic to this kind of material? 
Mrs. H JL , Ind. 
Dear Mrs. IL: 
It is, of course, possible to be allergic 
to fibre glass as it is to almost every 
conceivable substance. The likelihood, 
however, is greater that tiny glass 
particles become embedded in your 
skin and caused the redness, the 
swelling, and the itching This is not 
unusual. 
Great care must be taken in handling 
this material while sewing or laun 
dering, in order to prevent this reac­ 
tion. 


Dr. Robert R. Tomkins, of Camp Hill, 


Pa., has devised a simple way to 
remove particles of fibre glass He* uses 
nonallergic adhesive tape and applies 
it to the skin area that has been ex­ 
posed to fibre glass material. 
The tape is left on for 20 minutes to 
allow tile fibre glass to bedtime firmly 
embedded in the* tape. When tho tape is 
removed a soothing cortisone ointment 
is applied. Tho treatment is repeated if 
necessary. 


Can stones tx* removed from the 
bladder without surgery? 
Mr. T. E., R I 
Dear Mr. T.: 
Stones composed of calcium of uric 
acid and other minerals occasionally 
form in the urinary bladder. 


Chronic infection of the urinary 
bladder, known as cystitis, may 
produce stones as large as a plum. 
Sometimes a small stone may pass 
from the kidney into the bladder, and 
thoro create further enlargement of the 
stone. 


In older people, with problems of the 
prostate, urine may stagnate in the 
bladder because it is not completely

W A SH IN G TO N (A F ) — The House 
today rejected. 215 to 190, a Senate- 
passed amendment that would have 
permitted cities to spend their share of 
lederal highway trust funds for mass 
transit projects. 
The vote was subject to final ap 
proval of a $25.6-billion highway bill to 
which the amendment for the authority 
was proposed.

Problem s down on the farm 


Meat 
boycott 
leaders 
have 
generally been at pains to say they 
have nothing against the farmer, 
and do not consider him the villain of 
the piece. The meat price imbroglio 
has nevertheless placed the farmer 
in a somewhat brighter spotlight 
than he is used to. 
While he is standing there, 
perhaps a bit dazzled by the unac­ 
customed glare, it seems ap­ 
propriate to note that 
being 
a 
modern tiller of the soil is more 
complex and problem-filled then 
most city folks realize. The point is 
brought home by a dispatch from 
Iowa State University about a pesky 
soybean disease. 
The soybean has swiftly gained in 


importance as one of the basic crops 
in recent years. It is a very im­ 
portant 
source 
of 
high 
quality 
protein, 
much 
in 
demand 
as 
livestock feed and also for human 
consumption. Soybean prices have 
soared. One might therefore sup­ 
pose that the farmer with a large 
acreage in this profitable crop would 
be, to coin a phrase, in clover. 
Under the most favorable cir­ 
cumstances this would be so. But 
consider bug blight, described as 
follows by Robert Ny vail, extension 
plant pathologist at Iowa State: 
“ This very destructive disease is 
caused by tobacco ringspot virus 
which is most prevalent in the heavy 
soybean-producing area of the 
midwestern United States where it 


appears sporadically in epidemic 
proportions.’’ 
In 1972, for example, the disease 
occurred 
in 
both 
northern 
and 
southern Iowa, with the crop en­ 
tirely wiped out in some fields. This 
has led Iowa State plant scientists to 
undertake an intensive study of bug 
blight. One objective will be to find 
whether insects or some other agent 
transmit the virus. 
Completion of the project is ex­ 
pected to take several years. In the 
meantime, the beleaguered farmer 
will have to fight bug blight in his 
soybeans as best 
he 
can 
with 
whatever weapons are available.

The United States today is giving .32 
per cent of our gross national product 
to the underdeveloped nations. The 
average for other advanced Western 
nations is .485. The American figure is 
expected to drop in the near future to

“ What kind of world do you want 
your children or your grandchildren to 
live in ?” he asks. “ Don’t think you can 
shut out for all time the 73 per cent of 
the world’s people living below or close 
to the subsistence line.

per cent a year. That, incidentally, is 
another out for the skeptics—why try 
to bail out a leaking ship when water 
runs in faster than it can be put out? As 
the Bangladesh report says, the mud 
huts have no light and so when the sun 
goes down they have nothing to do but 
procreate. 
Hannah cites five sub-Saharan 
countries nearly as 
badly off 
as 
Bangladesh. They are Mali, Upper 
Volta, Mauritania, Chad and Niger. 
The encroachment of the desert casts a 
dark pall over the future, with survival 
in doubt. AID is promoting an ex­ 
perimental program in growing crops 
in desert sand. And a trickle of P L 480 
surplus food is going to these marginal 
nations and to five others in Africa 
where existence is also threatened. 
To make any headway against this 
tidal wave of poverty would require 
strong dramatic leadership from the 
White House and Congress, a recasting 
of priorities, a public willingness to 
sacrifice. Ail this is nonexistent. 
So let’s go out and have a big steak 
for 
dinner.

sacrifice of meatless week is over, isn’t 
it?

As the trial of Daniel Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo drags on, the 
prosecution’s case 
appears to 
become less and less convincing. 
This no doubt derives in part from 
heavy reliance on the arguments 
over “ national secu rity’’ which 
abounded during the Vietnamese 
War but now seem so outmoded in 
light of actual events. 
One item of news emerging from 
the trial, however, has shocked us 
back into the era of the mid-1960s. 
This is Ellsberg’s testimony that 
only after visiting Vietnam did he 
turn from “ hawk” to “ dove.” 
The interesting thing about this is 
that it emphasizes EUsberg’s own 
participating in formulating war 
policy. It becomes clear, from his 
testimony and from his book, 
“ Papers on the W ar,” that Ellsberg 
- so recently of New Left fame - was 
in fact intimately involved in the 
early planning of the war. 
Not only did he defend American 
policy in early teach-ins on the war, 
but he also was involved in planning 
some of the clandestine raids - now 
known as the “ 34-A operations” - on 
North 
Vietnam. 
Close observers 
have asserted that it was only after 
such raids on the North Vietnamese 


i i i 1964 that Hanoi dared to attack 
American ships patrolling offshore. 
One consequence of this was the 
notorious Tonkin Gulf incident. 
How quickly events move and 
memories 
fade. 
Along 
with 
President Johnson, Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara and Dean Rusk, we must 
place Daniel Ellsberg as one who 
had a hand in developing and ad­ 
vocating the' course of action which 
later proved so disastrous. His later 
efforts to alert the public at some 
danger to his own reputation and 
security are commendable.

NEW YORK (AP) — If you hear 
“ The Lone Ranger” on radio these 
days, don't be alarmed. It’s still 1973. 
What is happening is an aural time 
warp caused by Charles Michelson, a 
New York broadcasting veteran who 
for eight years has been promoting a 
gradual mini-boom in radio nostalgia. 
He owns the rights to rebroadcast a 
dozen half-hour radio series that were 
the real biggies of the 1940s, series like 
“ The Green Hornet,” “ The Shadow',” 
“ Gangbusters” 
and 
“ Sherlock 
Holmes.” 
He began leasing them to stations in 
1965 and says the shows now can be 
heard on more than 400 stations in 
major, medium and minor markets 
across the U.S. 
Michelson got in the broadcasting 
business in 1938 as a distributor of the 
shows that now are his golden oldies. 
His market went flat in the 1950s with 
the arrival of television. 


He went into television as a buyer of 
U.S. programs for overseas TV 
stations. But he kept the 16-inch shellac 
records on which the words and deeds 
of Lamont Cranston, Kato and others 
were preserved. 
“ We decided around Christmastime 
in 1964 to throw out these old records,” 
said Michelson, 63. “ But just before we 
did it, I got a little sentimental — it 
must have been the holiday season — 
and I said, ‘let's see if maybe we can do 
something with them’.” 


Whereupon he wrote to friends he’d 
known for years at 25 key radio stations 
in the U.S. He proposed a revival of ra­ 
dio’s golden days. Twelve said they 
were interested and he was in business. 
But first there was a period of 
negotiations with 
the 
American 
Federation of Television and Racjho 
Artists. The talks involved fees that

Nixon to sign 


aid to elderly

Con­ 
gressional sponsors say they’ve been 
assured President Nixon will sign a 
newly approved package of programs 
to aid the elderly. 
The scaled-down program was ap­ 
proved by the House and Senate in 
quick succession Wednesday. It was a 
new version of one Nixon vetoed last 
year. 
The vetoed bill authorized $2 billion 
for three years. The new version 
authorizes $543.6 million over three 
years. The House vote was 348 to 0. The 
Senate acted by voice vote. 
The new version retains most of the 
programs in the earlier bill—including 
health, recreation and nutrition—but 
removes the dollar amounts for fun­ 
ding most of them, leaving it up to the 
annual appropriation process to fix the 
amounts.

Income drop quickly ends 
'days of wine and rose s’

HOUSTON, Tex. (AP) — The Bob 
Connors used to own a twin-engine, 30- 
foot boat, buy new cars every other 
year, and dine out on steak three times 
a week. 
Now , the boat has been sold, they’re 
still driving their 1967 station wagon 
with 112,000 miles, and a $6 barbercue 
dinner once a month is a special treat. 
Connor, 36, a furniture salesman, 
father of five children with four t a n ­ 
agers living at home, had been living 
the good life and his only thought w’as 
that it w'ould get better. But then he lost 
his job and the subsequent 30 per cent 
drop in family income disrupted his 
dreams. Adding to the problem were 
the rising costs in living and the ex­ 
pensive tastes acquired over the years. 
The Connors are facing their first 
real financial bind. 
“ I’m desperately concerned,” said 
Connor, a balding man of medium 
build. “The only thing that keeps me 
going is that I still have a few years 
ahead of me and maybe things will pick 
up for us again.” 
He used to earn about $19,000 as an 
assistant m anager at a large furniture 
store in Houston. His wife, Dolores, 
brought 
in 
an o th er 
$6,000 
for 
secretarial and accounting work 
T heir four-bedroom S panish-style 
house on the outskirts of Houston is still 
decorated with touches of their more 
affluent days. There are several sets of 
Mediterranean furniture, thick shag 
rugs and six-foot 
plastic flowering 
plants. 
“We paid cash for everything and 
there w asn’t anything I couldn’t buy if I 
wanted it,” said Doe, a lively, petite 
blonde. Daughters Nancy, Paula and 
Theresa took modeling lessons, .Jay 
and Butch were active in the town 
sports 
program®. 
The 
family 
ex­ 
changed 
$1,000 worth 
of 
gifts 
at 
Christmas. The Conners had all they 
wanted and about two years ago Dee 
quit her job so she could be home for 
the children. 
Then, last year, Bob left his job for a 
combination of personal reasons and 
pressures on his firm due to increased 
competition. He took another salt's 
position paying about $13,000. 
Everything seemed to fall apart at 
the same time. 
There were three operations in the 
family and $5,(KM) in medical bills and 
no insurance to cover them. Paym ents 
on the boat, the furniture, the freezer 
started to pile up. Food prices, taxes, 
insurance rates all went up as well 
Now, 
the Connors a r e several 
thousand dollars in debt. 
In an effort to get clear, Bob sold the 
Ixia! “ That was so depressing,” said 
Bob grimacing. “ I really felt I d had 
my day.” 
The Connors next sold their mutual 
funds and withdrew all their savings. 
They applied for two loans, and con­ 
sidered selling the house to move into 
an apartm ent. Dee went back to work 
part time as free-lance secretary and 
real estate sales person. 
The penny-pinching and scraping to 
get by began. 
Dee supported this month’s meat 
boycott, hut then the Connors had not 
been eating much beef the last few 
months. The huge freezer they st ill owe 
money for is empty. Dee used to buy 
tenderloins for the family for $10. Sin' 
can’t afford lo spend that much now, 
and besides that sam e cut of beef has 
gone up to $13. Their grocery bill is 
about $50 a week, which is about what it 
was two years ago, says Dee, but then 
there were steaks in tin* shopping bags 
as well. 
Family meals consist of lots of 
chicken, chili, lasagna and spaghetti.

“ Avis is going to be renting my cars 
in Chicago and Milwaukee as soon as 
they’re ready,” he said. 
Elect n e a r Carrie's a $3,950 price tag 
and will combine the body of an 
American Motors subcompact Gremlin 
with Aronson’s patented lead cobalt 
battery power source. 
Aronson says the car can be operated 
from batteries charged by ordinary 
household electric current for only one 
cent a mile. He says this compares to 
about three cents a mile for gas­ 
hing mg cars. 
The E le c tric a r h a s no exhaust 
emissions. Aronson says it cruises at 65 
miles per hour and c a n run un lo IOO 


miles on an overnight charge of house­ 
hold current costing about 40 cents. 
“We feel every family should have 
two cars 
a gas car for long trips and 
an electric car for town shopping,” he 
said. “ Since we don’t have that many 
charge stations around yet, w e’re not 
expecting to 
replace 
the 
internal 
combustion car for long trips.” 
Quick booster charges from special 
stations would be required for trips 
longer than IOO miles.

Trees C an ’t Say Ab 
They’re taking the temperatures of 
trees infected with Dutch elm disease 
to determine how they react to the 
ailment 


By ANDY LANG 
AP Newsfeatures 
Q. — I bought a cabinet second-hand 
and attempted to take off the old 
varnish finish, since I wanted to 
refinish it. I put on a good quality 
varnish remover and, after it softened 
the finish, scraped and scraped. 
A lot of old varnish came off, but 
there’s still plenty of it on. I can’t even 
see any of the bare wood. It seems to 
me there must have been half a dozen 
coats of varnish there originally and 
apparently I got off only one or two of 
them. 
I’d like to know whether repeating 
the whole operation will help any or 
would I be wasting my time and 
money? 
A. — Yes, repeat the entire process. 
But this time don’t do any scraping 
until you have determined that all or 
most of the varnish will come off. First, 
after applying the varnish remover 
generously, wait at least 30 minutes 
before you touch it. 
Then scrape a bit in just one area of 
the wood. If you see that all of the 
varnish is not going to yield to your 
efforts, apply another coat of the 
remover right on top of the first one. 
Wait another 30 minutes, then 
scrape. The chances are most or all of 
the old finish will disappear. 
But if it doesn’t, you’ll just have to 
repeat the project a third time. If you 
get off most of the varnish, you may 
find that the rest of it will give way with 
a vigorous sanding, using a paper with 
a heavy grit. 


Q. 
I have to attach some 2 by 4s to 
a Concrete wall. Can I use concrete 
nails and is there any special way of 
hammering them so they won’t bend? 
A. — Concrete nails can be used on 
most concrete walls. They are driven 
into the 2 by 4s and then into the wall. 
You won’t be able to tell their 
ef­ 
fectiveness by testing them by driving 
a couple into the wall without the wood, 
because they will bend quickly. 
But the fact that most of a nail is in 
the wood before it hits the concrete 
usually will prevent it from bending. 
Sometimes, however, you will strike a 
spot or even an entire wall which will 
resist all your efforts. 
You can rent a tool for driving 
concrete nails or attach the studs with 
a special adhesive.

in quietness

Noise 
pollution has turned into big business 
for a Mentor company which supplies 
the 
polyurethane

automakers use to keep their cars 
whisper quiet inside. 
The one-year-old firm, Preform 
Sealants, Inc., expected to gross up to 
$200,(KH) in 1072 after it opened its doors 
in August, according to President John 
R. Humphrey. 
“ But we did better than $200,000 in 
September and October alone,” he 
said. 
Among the company’s customers so 
far arc American Motors and General 
Motors, which fills all of its sound-ab- 
sorbing foam needs from Preform 
Sealants. 
“ No one else has been interested in 
making this,’’ said Humphrey, who 
expects to build the firm into a $5 
million concern wit bm a few years. 
“ They’ve felt there wasn’t any money 
in it, I hope they don’t change their 
minds.” 
The plant currently employs 
15 
people*, and 
Humphrey 
said 
he* 
provided a plant manager this week 
because “ things were just getting too 
much for me to handle* by myself.” 


Any home handyman knows that no 
matter how many power tools he has in 
his workshop, there are certain basic 
hand tools which must always be kept 
on hand. 
One of these is the hacksaw, used 
principally for cutting metal. Although 
in many cases it may not be used more 
than four or five times a year, it is well 
worth its moderate cost when those 
occasions arise. 
Adeptness in using the ordinary 
crosscut saw for wood is no guarantee 
of equal 
skill in 
manipulating a 
hacksaw. For one thing, the hacksaw is 
held and used horizontally, whereas a 
crosscut saw is pushed and pulled at a 
decided angle. Also, a crosscut saw 
may be used on a piece of wood held in 
place with one hand and a knee, while a 
hacksaw should be used only on a piece 
of metal clamped in a vise or otherwise 
solidly secured. 


HACKSAW BLADES are placed into 
metal frames, preferably adjustable to 
take blades of different sizes. The 
blades are rated by their pitch, a 
technical word that refers to the 
number of teeth per inch. 
A blade with a pitch of 18 has 18 teeth 
per inch. For general use, the pitches 
range from 14 to 32. Those with 14 and 
18 teeth per inch work best on the 
heavier metals, those with larger 
pitches are recommended for tubing 
and thin metals. 
When a blade is inserted into a 
frame, the teeth should point away 
from the handle. In using, place one 
hand on the handle and one hand at the 
part of the frame the farthest away 
from you. Apply light pressure on the 
forward stroke with light materials, 
heavier pressure on heavy materials. 
Remember that the cutting is done only 
on the forward stroke, so release the

pressure entirely as you bring back the 
saw. 
Try to get into some kind of rhythm 
so that you take long, even strokes, 
bringing all or most of the blade’s teeth 
into contact with the metal. 


A HACKSAW blade sometimes will 
break — and there are at least a dozen 
reasons why it does so. The most 
common is that the tension on the blade 
was too tight to too loose. When you 
place the blade in the frame, tension is 
created by turning a wingnut. 
The nut should be turned clockwise 
until it is fairly tight. Giving it one 
extra turn to make it even tighter may 
create too much tension. And there 
won’t be enough tension if the wingnut 
isn’t reasonably tight. If you begin 
cutting and the blade begins to bend, it 
means there isn’t enough tension.

GRANDMA’S GARDEN 


“ Since trees don't have a mouth, 
much less a tongue to tuck a ther­ 
mometer under, we measure how fast 
the tree breathes in air and gives off 
oxygen,” says plant pathologist John 
ll Hart of Michigan State University. 


Respiration, or breathing, to a tree is 
like 
temperature 
to 
a 
human. 
Something is wrong if the rate of 
respiration goes up. 


The fungus 
causing Dutch elm 
disease gives off a toxic compound 
Hart relates. When a tree is infected, 
its respiration rate goes way up before 
visible signk of wilting appear. Another 
sickness indicator is how much water 


the tree loses into the atmosphere. 
“ Elm trees begin to lost* water every 
soon after the fungus invades them,” 
Hart explained. “ Major losses occur 
when visible signs of the disease ap­ 
pear. In 
fact, the wilting and dead 
leaves are directly due to the water 
shortages.” 
Michigan home owners in a few 
years should be able to replace stricken 
(*lms with a disease-resistant 
elm 
variety. An MSU breeding project 
begun in 1969 is expected to produce a 
suitable variety that resists the fungus 
disease that nearly wiped out southern 
Michigan’s older elm population. 


One type, the Siberian elm, resists 
the disease but tends to break down 
during ice storms and hasn’t the big 
leaves or fine shape of the American 
elm. 


The forestry department is screening 
600 elm samples from 200 countries, 
including Bulgaria, Siberia and Japan.

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Executive job 
applicants do 


poor homework

NEW YORK (AP) — The executive 
job market is booming again, with 
perhaps 5,000 new openings a month in 
the $15,000 and up category, but a lot of 
applicants are writing themselves into 
the discard heap. 
These 
otherwise 
accomplished 
executives haven’t mastered the 
simple art of writing a resume that will 
give the facts clearly and concisely, 
says William Breitmayer, who scans 
thousands each month. 
About 15 per cent of those received by 
Breitmayer, president of Executive 
Register, “ are messy and illegible, are 
shoddy quality machine copies, or 
simply are so poorly written that even 
we can’t make head or tail of them.” 
It’s understandable, says Breit­ 
mayer, whose company computer 
processes the applications for 
its 
corporate clients, that an executive, 
like anyone else, would find it awkward 
to write about himself. 
“ When a successful person severs 
relations with a company ifs like a 
divorce, even if he initiated the action. 
He feels on the defensive and he doesn’t 
present his best. He finds it difficult to 
tell a straightforward story.” 
The same curious phenomenon has 
been observed elsew here, too. When 40- 
plus clubs were formed in 1970 to help 
find jobs for idle executives aged 40 or 
more, it was found that resumes were 
one of the major obstacles. 
It was discovered that men and 
women who were masters in dictating 
business letters to secretaries were 
helpless when it came to writing ob­ 
jective reports on their own careers, 
especially without a secretary’s aid. 
Since 
Breitm ayer, 
whose 
headquarters are in New Canaan, 
Conn., with offices in New York and 
San Francisco, makes his living by 
supplying computerized data on execu­ 
tives to his corporate clients, he would 
just as soon not have to toss away 
several hundred resumes each month. 
And so he sets some guidelines: 
The first item should be a brief, 
personal sketch that gives the reader a 
feeling of knowing a little bit about you 
Include date and place of birth, marital 
status, children, address, telephones, 
height, weight, health, foreign lan­ 
guages. 
- The second item should be your 
educational background, with the 
names of each institution attended, 
majors studied, and the date each 
should use no more than one-third of 
the first page. 
first page. 
. provide specific details on your 
career, starting with your present or 
most recent position and concentrating 
on the most recent IO years. 
List the name of the company, and 
the city and state where employed. 
Describe your responsibilities in each 
job clearly, showing the chain of 
command through which you reported 
as well as functions reported to you. 
Figures on the size of the company 
and your part of it, including sales, 
numbers of units or people, will help 
give weight to your story. (Jive the 
specifics, but keep it brief and stick to 
the main points. 
An employer is interested only in the 
“ what” of your jobs, not in your own 
qualitative judgment of how well you 
did them. Try not to force your words. 
Be straightforward, and let the reader 
decide for himself. 
Speak for yourself. 
Resumes 
produced by resume writing firms fall 
into a set pattern which is recognized 
and downgraded by employers. Since 
you pay their bill, resume writers 
describe 
your 
virtues 
too 
ex­ 
travagantly. 
Reproduce 
your 
resume 
professionally. Don’t try to save money 
by typing your own resume or by using 
carbon copies or cheap machine repro­ 
ductions. Have it typed professionally 
and reproduced on offset. 
Don’t crowd the |>ago but use enough 
whitespace so that it can be read easily 
and quickly. 
Underline titles and 
company names. Use short sentences 
and paragraphs. 
Remember that you want the reader 
to say : “ This tx*rson has put together a 
simple and clear statement of what he

Oberlin's litter battle goes well 


O BERLIN , Ohio (AP) 
This nor­ 
thern Ohio city’s year old fight against 
the litter of nonreturnable drink con­ 
tainers is going well, reports City Man 
ager Thomas Dalton. 
Oberlin prohibited the sale or 
possession of non-returnable beer and 
soft drink containers about a year ago. 
Since then 
the city has required 
separation of paper from other trash, 
and has encouraged keeping glass and 
metal separate as well. 
“ You obviously see much fewer cans 
strewn about the streets,” said Dalton. 
“ The concensus of downtown mer­ 
chants is that they see less and less of 
the metal and glass, and the trash just 
tends to tx* paper. 
Dalton said the paper program made 
money, 
but 
the glass and metal 
program lost money. 
“ Overall,” he said, “ we’re just about 
breaking oven.” 
Paper, metal and glass are sold for 
recycling. Profit or loss is measured 
against the cost of collecting the trash 
items. 
He said “ some can people” con­ 
ducted a study here recently and found 
results in their favor. 
The single store which had a problem 
because of the ordinance now feels 
sales are Ixack to normal, Dalton said. 
That one, a convenience grocery, sold 
3.2 beer and felt the quantity didn’t 
warrant handling returnable bottles. It 
dropped the beer. 
Bundles of paper are picked up the 
same day as general rubbish, but a 
separate truck is used Then the paper 
is sold. Separation is mandatory, and 
Dalton says about 50 per cent observe 
the ordinance. He also says this is high 
compliance. 
But, the glass and metal separation 
is a voluntary matter, and Dalton said 
it is more of a problem for the city as 
well as for its residents. 
They must store the glass until 
trucks come around twice a month, for 
instance. And being breakable, it is a 
handling problem for the pickup 
crew, he said.

Ancient city of Anshan 
could change history books 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )—An Ohio 
Slate University anthropologist says 
his discovery of the ancient city of 
Anshan in southwestern Iran disproves 
(he theory that Mesopotomia was the 
exclusive lo ca tio n of e a rly N ear 
Eastern urban civilization. 


Dr. W illiam M. Sumner said his 
excavations show the city existed as 
far back as 3,000 to 3,200 B.C. 


This is about the same time, Sumner 
said, attributed to the first cities in 
Mesopotomia, an area in the lower 
valley of the Tigris and Euphrates 
Rivers. 


‘Anshan is as old as Mesopotomia,” 
Sumner said. “ Whether it is older we 
won t know until we make further 
digs.” 
Anshan is about 
700 miles from 
Mesopotomia. 


Sumner said m aterial he has found at 
Anshan indicates the city had “ contact 
and trade w ith other cities, probably 
including Mesopotomia. 


“ M esopotom ia was a resource- 
starved area,” he said. “ Just rivers 
and clay. They needed to be provided 
with stone and wood to build with. 
There was plenty of wood and stone in 
Anshan, which is located in the Zagros 
Mountains.”

Allergies from Fibre Glass 


While sewing some curtains made 
out of fibre glass I developed a terrible 
itch and irritating redness of the hands. 
Is it possible for someone to be 
allergic to this kind of material? 
Mrs. H H., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. H.: 
It is, of course, possible to be allergic 
to fibre glass as it is to almost every 
conceivable substance. The likelihood, 
however, is greater that tiny glass 
particles become embedded in your 
skin and caused the redness, 
the 
swelling, and the itching. This is not 
unusual. 
Great care must be taken in handling 
this material while sewing or laun 
dering, in order to prevent this reac­ 
tion. 
Dr. Robert R. Tomkins, of Camp Hill, 
Pa., has devised a simple way to 
remove particles of fibreglass. He uses 
no na 11 erg ic adhesive tape and applies 
r ii to the skin area that has been ex­ 
posed to fibre glass material. 
The tape is left on for 20 minutes to 
allow the fibre glass to become firmly 
embedded in the tape. When the tape is 
removed a soothing cortisone ointment 
f is applied. The treatment is repeated if 
necessary.

I have two sebaceous cysts on my 
scalp.

These cysts, sometimes known as 
wens, occur on the scalp, but are also 
found on other parts of the body.

They can become 
troublesome if infected. Then they are 
more difficult to remove.

A club of 32 am ateur radio 
operators run the station. “Coldwater pays for all the Arizona calls,’’ said 
Chamberlin. Persons outside the state pay only the tolls from Phoenix to 
their homes.
